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DWARF  PEARS 

The  Pear  is  one  fruit  that  can  be  grown  profitably 
as  a  dwarf  tree.  It  differs  from  a  standard  tree 
inasmuch  as  it  is  grafted  on  quince  root.  This  re¬ 
tards  the  growth  and  makes  a  dwarf  tree.  This 
slow  growth  makes  it  more  resistant  to  blight  and 
other  pear  tree  diseases  than  the  standard  trees, 
which  grow  more  rapidly.  It  also  causes  the  tree 
to  bear  fruit  earlier — often  heavy  crops  the  third 
and  fourth  year  from  planting.  They  also  may  be 
planted  much  closer  (10  to  12  feet)  than  the  stand¬ 
ard  trees  which  makes  them  very  desirable  for  city 
planting  and  limited  space  even  on  farm  home 
grounds.  The  Duchess,  Anjou,  Bartlett,  and  Seckel 
are  the  best  suited  varieties  for  dwarfing.  A  few 
Dwarf  Pear  Trees  should  be  planted  in  every  or¬ 
chard.  Also  our  Standard  Trees,  are  very  desir¬ 
able,  and  will  give  good  results,  if  cared  for  proper¬ 
ly.

The 
flesh  of  the  Apple  is  unusually  Firm  at  all  times, 
but  never  tough.  It  is  brittle,  juicy,  and  of  the 
highest  flavor  imaginable.  Its  luci  msness  cannot 
be  expressed  in  words.  Mr.  Richard  Faxon,  who 
was  Chief  of  the  Board  of  Plant  Industry  of  Colum¬ 
bus,  Ohio,  says  it  is  very  much  like  the  Golden  De¬ 
licious.  It  has  bsen  readily  admitted  by  numbers 
of  fruit  experts  that  it  is  richer  flavored  than  this 
desirable  variety,  its  keeping  qualifies  are  unsur¬ 
passed  by  any.  It  has  been  kept  through  the  entire 
winter  and  up  to  15th  of  May  in  home  storage. 
This  Apple  is  not  one  that  must  be  put  into  cold 
storage  tc  keep.  This  feature,  combined  with  its 
superior  bearing  habits  and  high  quality  of  the 
fruit,  is  destined  to  make  it  a  wonderful  Apple,  and 
a  very  desirable  variety  to  plant  in  both  home  and 
commercial  orchards.  In  1923  we  purchased  from 
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Mr.  Wilcox,  the  exclusive  right  to  commercialize  this 
variety.  Since  that  time  we  have  been  growing 
the  trees  under  the  strictest  care  and  supervision  of 
the  best  growing  experts  that  our  country  affords. 
It  is  a  splendid  grower  in  both  nursery  and  orchard 
and  bids  fair  up  to  this  date  to  be  one  of  the  freest 
from  all  apple  diseases  that  we  have  ever  grown. 
Our  supply  of  this  variety  has  never  yet  been 
large,  for  we  have  cut  scions  only  from  the  26  bear¬ 
ing  trees  on  the  Wilcox  farm.  WTe  now  hope  to 
grow  heavily  in  this  wonderful  variety  as  we  have 
planted  on  our  own  ground  an  orchard  for  both 
fruit  and  scions  and  have  planted  another  100  trees 
on  the  Wilcox  farm  in  Ohio.
